Manila, Apri] 16.—A court martial has 
been convened and will meet tomorrow 
to try Lieutenant Frederick Boyer, who 
‘ls charged with the embezzlement of 
commissary stores. Captain Frederick J. 
Barrows, of the thirtieth volunteer in- 
fantry, who was arrested under similar 
charges, will be tried later. 

A civilian named F“etcher, :accused of 
unlawful conversion of commissary stores 
will be tried by the provost court tomor- 
réow. 

Speaking of the commissary scandals, 
a prominent army officer said today that 
he had every reason to believe that Col- 
onel Woodruff. head of the commissary 
department at Manila,.was not jAmpli- 
said that Colonel Woodruff 
was one. of the ablest men in the service 


and that his honesty was unquestioned. 


He asserted that Colone]) Woodruff was 
ignorant of the fact that.Harold M. Pitt, 


manager of Evans & Company, the army 
contractors, was leasing him the house 
in which he lived for much less rental 
than Pitt had paid therefor. Upon discov- 


@ring this. OQolonel Woodrutt immedl- 


ately vacated the house. Pitt is alleged 
to have said that’Captain Read, of the 
commissary department, deceived Colonel 
Woodruff, who thought Captain Read to 
be thoroughly honest. The irregularities 
in’ commiissary. matters were ‘first at- 
tributed to Captain Read's unfamiliarity 


‘with commissary work. Colonel Wood-- 
ruff’ was reluctant to believe that frauds. 


perpetrated, Dut the. facts 
used. him.fto give Captain 
Read a most severe reprimand and to 
begin an investigation which may involve, 
ording to the prominent army officer 
previously referred to, the examination of 
Captain Davis, who was the depot com- 
missary before Captain Read, but who 
Was sent home on sick ‘eave. 


MacArthur Silent About Frauds. 


Washington, Apri! 16.—Secretary Raot 
today cabled Genera] MacArthur, asking 


for additional information concerning the 
reports of frauds in Manila. It is ex- 
pected that a reply will be received to- 
morrow. While definite instructions have 
not been given General MacArthur here- 
tofore to make a searching and complete 
investigation, it is understood that the re- 
quests for information were of a charac- 
ter to imply that the department ex pected 
such an investigation should be ‘made. 
Nothing definite has been received from 
General MacArthur about the alleged 
frauds, although reference has been made 
to thé investigation in cablegrams re- 
ceived. The first dispatch on the subject 
from Genera! MacArthur said that there 
had been exaggeration in the press re- 
ports, but the persistence with which the 
reports have been reiterated and the news 
dispatch today giving names and specific 
amounts have indicated to the depart- 
ment officials that perhaps’ General Mac- 
Arthur was not fully advised when he 
made his first report: It can be stated 
that the department intends to have all 
the information possible on the subject 
and General MacArthur wil] be expected 
to push the trials and make a complete 
report of any and all wrong-doing. 

Major George B. Davis, whose name fs 
mentioned in the dispatch from Manila 
as being credited upon the books of Evans 
& Company as having received $1,000, is 
in Washington. He was called upon by 
the war department for an explanation 
and to an officer said that he knew noth- 
ing about the matter. 


Davis Says He’s Innocent. 

He was cosely questioned and 
that he mever had any money from a 
firm of contractors mentioned, had not 
borrowed any and could not explain why 
there should have been any charge made. 
Although he js in this country on sick 
leave he will return to Manila anc if the 
matter is not cleared up when he arrives 
there, will demand a court of inquiry.

Havana, April 16.—Rumors are prevalent 
that the negroes intend to take an active 
part in politics, and that an organization 
is being perfected under the leadership 
of Juan Gualberto Gomez. It is report- 
ed from the eastern provinces that ne- 
groes are aapiririg’ to political office, and 
will seek the same‘at the coming muni- 
cipal elections. Politicans here fear 
that this movement will result in the 
election of several negroes as mayors, as 
the whites: are divided by party lines, 
whereas the negfoés are always united. 

The commissfon appointed by the Cuban 
constitutional convention to go to Wash- 
ington and lay before President McKin- 
ley,the desires of the convention regard- 
ing the future relations between Cuba 
and the United States, will leave here 
for Washington on Saturday. General 
Wood will present the commission to the 
President. He will leave here Friday and 
go to Washington by way ef Tampa, Fla. 

Nothing Official Js Known. 

Washington, April 16.—It was stated at 
the war department today that General 
Wood would come to Washington if the 
Cuban delegation came. Nothing official 
was known regarding the appointment of 
the delegation from the convention, but 
when the matter was first under con- 
sideration Generdl Wood was cabled 
that the president expected to leave 
Washington about April 29th to be ab- 
sent for six weeks, and that any ar- 
rangement for the -visit of the delega- 
tion would have to be made ‘with this 
fact in view. It is now thought prob- 
able at the war department @hat the del- 
egation will see the president before he 
leaves for the west.

STEEL EMERGES FROM BODY 


In a Few Days 120 Needles Have 
Been Pulled from Her ith 
Pincers—Swallowed Nee- 
dles When She Was 
Very Young. 


——— 


Pars, April 16.—A dispatch from S8t. 
Germain, near this city, described the 
extraordinary case of Julienne  Lan- 
drieux, a servant girl, from whose body 
dozens of needles are being extracted. 
The g:rl complained of considerable irri- 
tation of the skin and last Thursday went 
to a local druggist. who found a number 
of needles emerging from various parts 
of her body. He extracted them with 
pincers. The girl has returned several 
times a day since and up to this morring 
the druggist has drawn out 120 needles 
from her arms, hands, feet, breast, the 
lobe of her ear, her eyelids and the corner 
of her right eye. The girl experiences no 
pain until she feels the needle piercing 
the epidermis The needles always emerge 
thick end’ first and unless immediately 
extracted disappear again. 

Two reputable newspapers. The Matin 
and The Temps, have investigated the 
matter and vouch for the authenticity of 
the story. Mile. Landrieux says that five 
years ago, when she was eleven years of 
age, she amused herself with other chil- 
dren by swallowing quantities of needles. 
She swallowed forty-nine in one day and 
never felt any inconvenience until] fre- 
cently and she has enjoyed the best of 


health. While relating the foregoing to, 


the reporter of The Temps. who saw her 
at the druggist’s. she exclaimed: 

“T feel one in my eye now.”’ 

The druggist then upturned her right 
eyelid and with a magnet took out four 
fragments of needles. 

A surgeon of the hospital at La Salt- 
petriere safd in an interview that the 
case was quite unprecedented. Neediles in- 
serted under the skin were known. to 
have been borne through the‘ muscles, 
but there was no record of a needle in- 
trodvced into the stomach emerging fr: @: 
the lobe of the ear. In such a case the 
needle must have traversed the skull, 
which is in prehenstble.

Mr; Loomis, however, in reply 
to questions, said that it was untrue that 
he had expressed himself regarding Gen- 
eral Castro’s attitude toward Americans, 
nor had he said anytaing about General 
Andre. Mr. Loomis will remain in New 
York city for a few days and then will 
go to Washington. 


COMPULSORY EDUCATION LAW 


Vetoed by Governor Dockery on 
Grounds of Paternalism. 
Jefferson City, Mo., April 16.—Governor 
Dockery has vetoed the compulsory edu- 
cation bill entitled ‘“‘An act to enforce the 
constitutiona: right of every child in the 
state to an education; to provide for tru- 
ant or parental schools, and attendance 
of officers in cities of 10,000 population or 
more, and to prohibit the employment of 

children during school hours.”’ 

The governor said that the act inter- 
fered with the personal rights of parents 
and savored of paternalism on the part 
of the state.

HE KILLED WIFE 


Charles Garcia Then Put Bul-: 
let in His Brain, 


TRAGEDY IN A BALLROOM 


As Musics Sounded, Laughter Rang 
and Lights Flashed, Jealous 
Garcia Shot His Fair Young « 
Bride and Then Kill- 
ed Himself. 


El Paso, Tex., April 16—A tragedy, 

shocking and mysterious, was enacted in 
Juarez, Mexico, last night, when Andres 
Garcia sent a bullet crashing through the 
head of his young bride and then blew 
out his own brains. From the lights of 
the ballroom and with happy laughter 
and the music of the orchestra ringing in 
their ears, the young couple passed into 
efarnity. A fit of tinreasonable jealousy 
was probably the cause of the deplorable 
act. 
Andres Garcia and Miss Anita Terezas 
were married in Chihuahua four months 
ago. Both belonged to the first families 
of Mexico and were popular leaders of 
Chihuahua society. He was manager of 
the Jockey Club, the fashionable resort of 
Chihuahua,.owned by his father, who is 
a wealthy property owner. The bride 
was a niece of General Terazas, the 
multi-millionaire and former governor of 
Chihuahua, anda cousin to Enrique Créel, 
one of the dent prominent bankers in the 
southern repubdlic. Garcia was twenty- 
three years old and his bride was nine- 
teen. 

The young people came to Juarez yes- 
terday to visit friends, and were being 
entertained by ‘them when the tragedy 
was enacted. Both young people were 
educated in the United States and imi 
many friends here 


STRIKERS. PATROL STREETS 


To Keep Workmen Away from De- 
Wees Wood Plant. 
Pittsburg, Pa., April 16.—The strike at 
the W. DeWees Wood plant of the Amer- 
ican Sheet Steel Company, at McKees- 
port,-is still on., The mill is being oper- 
ated.in a crippled condition. The strik-

POINTS ON BUILDING ROADS 


Object Lessons Being Given by IIli- 
nois Central System. 
Chicago, April 16.—The Natidénal Good 
Roads Association commenced today its 
first practical construction of road con- 
struction on its southern trip, at the 
town of Flossmoor, thirty miles south of 
Chicago, on the Illinois Central rajlroad. 
Ground has been broken for the building 
of a quarter of a mile of stone road, 
under the supervision of Charles T. Har- 
rison, road expert of the Unhéd States 
department of agriculture, and six teams, 
working since. early morning, have al- 
ready completed the necessary grading. 
The stretch of road will be completed by 
Saturday of this week, when the ‘good 
roads special,’’ consisting of seven flat 
cars bearing scrapers, sprinkler, a rock 
crusher and rollers and a commissary 
and officers’ car, will start for New Or- 

leans. 

Martin Dodge, director of public road 
inquiries, United States department of 
agriculture, and R. W. Richardson, sec- 
ré gry of the National Good Roads As- 
sociation, were on the ground today in- 
specting the work, accompanied by Mr. 
W. T. Beatty, representing the road ma- 
chinery manufacturers, and Professor W. 
R. Hoag, of the engineering department 
of the University of Minnesota, all ofr 
whom will accompany the train on its 
trip south.

Cincinnati Southern Trustees \Accer 
Mr. Spencer’s Proposition. 


TO CONTROL LINE FOR YEARS 


Term of Lease Runs for Sixty-five 
Years—-New Terminals To 
Be Built. 


Cincinnati, O., April 16.—The trustees 
of the Cincinnati Southern Raliroad at a 
meeting here today accepted the proposi- 
tion of President Samuel] Spencer, of the 
Southern rallway and agreed to the re- 
newal of the lease of the road. 

President Spencer’s proposition provides 
for a payment of the rental at the present 
rate until next October. The term of the 
lease is for sixty-five years) The annual 
rental for the first twenty-five years is 
$1,050,000; for the second twenty years 
$1,100.000, and for the third. twenty. years 
$1,200,000. The trustees.will issue bonds 
in the sum of $2,500,000 to be expended in 
buijding new terminals in Cincinnati. 
These added terminals become the 
property of the city of Cincinnati at the 
expiration of the loan. 

The city of Cincinnati owns the Cin- 
cinnat! Southern railroad and the renewal 
of the lease is merely a matter of recom- 
mendation. The matter will come up for 


final action by a vote of the citizens of 
Cincinnati. next fall. 
Will Gets the Burlington. 

Chicago, April 16—James J. Hill, before 
leaving St. Paul for the west announced 
the success of the long pending deal! for 
the control of the Burlington railway. He 
said he had‘concluded negotiations for the 
purchase of the Burlington system, and 
added: 

“There are no changes in the relations 
with the St. Paul-Chicago line. We 
merely wanted the Burlington for a St. 
Louis and Kansas City feeder.’’ 

Mr. Hill denied the report thatthe 
Burlington deal meant the establishment 
of a frays-continental system with the 
Erle as an edstern outlet. 


TO ENCOURAGE RICE GROWING 


Agricultural Department Will Send 
Expert To Investigate.. 
Washington, April 16.—Secretary Wil- 
son has decided to send out an expert 
to scour the rice-growing countries of 
the world and thoroughly investigate the 
important matters connected with the 
industry. This’ mission, which is_ to 
stretch into the civilized and uncivilized 
parts of the world, probably will be en- 
trusted to Professor Knapp, of Louisiana, 
who returned about a year ago from 
an officig! trip of investigation in the 
orient. The start will be made about 
next July... It. is. proposed to hunt out 
the * rice-growing countries, ascertain 
what they feed both to the beef animals 
and the work teams, what rice can be 
grown on highland that cannot be irri- 
gated, what legumes can be used for 
forage for animals used in the rice in- 
dustry and a host of other kindred ques- 

tions. 

Great success in rice growing is re- 
ported ‘in the rice flelds along the gulf 
coast of Louisiana and Texas, and Sec- 
retary Wilson predicts that a’ year hence 
will witness the production fn the United 
States of all the rice requfred within 
the country. The rice-consumption per 
capita will increase very matertally, he 
says. The United States is now export- 
ing red rice and other second-class rice. 
which makes excellent food, ‘to’ Porto 
Rico. There is a good market for it 
there. although the second-class rice here- 
tofore had been fed to animals or sold 
to brewers. Secretary Wilson believes 
that the future will find this,country in 
tne first rank of rice growing countries 
and the coming mission to the east with 
a view to gathering information on the 
whole subject is expected to yleld good 
results. 


HE WiLL MEET COTTON MEN 


Charlotte Will Royally Entertain the 
Chinese Minister. 

Washington, April: 16.—Industrial Com- 
missioner Tompkins, whose home is in 
Charlotte, N. C., and who is president 
of the Manufacturers’ Club of that city, 
will leave Washington for Charlotte to- 
night ‘to make the final preparations. for 
the reception which is to be tendered 
there to Minister Wu of China on the 
18th instant. 

The occasion is intended to signalize 
the interest of the cotton manufacturers 
of.the south in the Chinese situatien and 
Mr. Wu has been invited to make a 
speech explaining the opportunities for 
the extension of the cotton goods trade 
in his country. He will be shown through 
the ten different cotton manufacturing 
coneerns of Charlotte during the fore- 
noon and in the afternoon will be given 
a public reception, the day closing with 
a banquet at night. A number of other 
speeches will also be made, including one 
by Senator McLaurin.

Government Attorney Says The 
Piles Were Made ‘and 
Carter Got One, 


NEARLY ONE MILLIOK 
POCKETED BY CARTER 


In Combatting Carter’s Petition for 
Release, Richards Graphically 
Describes How Government 
Was Robbed—Carter’s 
Illness All Pretense. 


Washington, April 16.—Solicitor General 
Richards today filed with the United 
States supreme court a brief in opposition 
to the application for bail filed about 
ten days ago in behalf of former Cap- 
tain O. M. Carter, now confined In the 

- ——r 
United States penitentiary at.Fort Leav- 
enworth, Kans., upon conviction of fraud 
in connection with harbor improvements, 
ete.. at Savannah, Ga, After reveiwing 
the history of the case, the solicitor gen- 
eral says in part: 

“The validity of Carter’s. conviction 
and sentence by the courtmartial which 
alone could try him for crimes commit- 
ted as an officer of the United States 
army, in violation of the articles of war, 
has been sustained by three civil courts 
and five judges, not counting this court, 
before which the matter is now pending 
for the third time. 


Grounds of Carter’s Appeal. 


“Carter now applies for the suspegsion 
of the just sentence of this lawful tribu- 
nal and asks to be released from impris- 
onment pending the hearing of this sec- 
ond appeal upon the following grounds: 

‘1 Because he is suffering from neu- 
rasthenia and is on the verge of nervous 
collapse by reason of mental anguish, 
owing to his imprisonment. 

"2. Because he is Genocent 
charges of which he*was convicted hy 
the courtmartial and the only way he 
can. establish his innocence, so he says, 
is by pressing to trial the charges em- 
braced in the Georgia indictment, which. 
he asserts, cannot be tried because 
his absence from Georgia.”’ 

As to the first ground, the solicitor 
general submits an argument tending to 


show Carter's sound mental eo 


and files with the court the 4am 
of five physicians whd eXxariipell Carter 
and affirm in closing that “Carter is not 
now suffering from neurasthenia; that 
he is not on the verge of nervous col- 
lapse; that his nervous condition is not 
greater than we would expect to find In 
a healthy person of said Carter's stand- 
ing confined in prison. Affidavits further 
say that said Carter is now physically 
and mentally sound.” 

‘ This affidavit is supplemented and con- 
firmed by affidavits from the warden and 
physician of the prison. 

Carter and the Gaynors. 

As to the second ground for release on 
bail. the solicitor general says in part: 

“Since Carter has dragged into this 
case the fact that he is under indictment 
along with Greene and the Gaynors; and 
has sworn that the criminal case cannot 
be tried because of his absence’ from 
Georgia, and asserts that he wants to 
be released so he may demand a trial 
by jury in Georgia and prepare for it, 
it is proper for me to call the attention 
of the court to the fact that if the 
criminal case cannot be tried without 
Carter, neither can it be tried without 
his co-conspirators, Greene and the Gay- 
nors. Yet, ever since the indictment was 
found, Decembef, 1 the government 
has been strenuously endeavoring to seé- 
cure the removal of Greene and the Gay-' 
nors from New York to Georgia for, 
trial.’’ 

Mr. Richards says that the investiga-’ 
tion of the government reveals the loss 
of an aggregate of $2,169,159 through Car- 
ter’s operations, of which he (Carter) 
received one-third with traveling ¢x- 
penses added. In view of these facts, Mr. 
Richards adds: - 

“Is it any wonder that Carter wants 
to get out on bail? Is it any wonder 
that he desires to be put in a position 
where he can personally handle _ the 
sinews of war which he obtained by 
fraud from the government that edu- 
cated him and gave him his standing 
and reputation? What bail could the 
court fix that would be sufficient in his 
case. if he has sent his securities out 
of the country and made up his mind 
that the best thing he could do would be 
to follow them?’’ 


How Swag Was Divided. 


Wewescribing the method of Carter's op- 


erations, Mr. Richards says: 

“The division of this swag was attend- 
ed to by Carter personally. When the 
time. came to make a payment under 
the contract. Carter, who was located at 
Savannah and had charge of the work 
on behalf of the government, W 
give to the representative of Greene and 
the Gaynors locally in charge at Savan- 
nah a government check sufficient to 
for the labor ang materials which actual- 
ly went into the improvement and then 
he would draw a government check 
the excess of the contract price, repre- 
senting what gamblers would call ‘the 
velvet’—the fruit of the fraudulent con- 
spiracy, and, putting this in his poc 
would go to New York. There he wou

would be specially allowed out of the 
amount for traveling expenses and 
the balance would be divided into thirds, 
one-third going to Carter, one-third to 
Greene and one-third to the Gaynors, 
In this wav Carter got out of the con- 
spiracy $722,528.12, and of this amount 
the records of stock brokers in New 
York show that he invested in stocks and 
bonds $690,301.85.

much complaint among the republican 
managers. 

It is said the colored illiterates were in- 
structed to vote for the long name and 
when the democrats learned this they 
changed the word ‘“‘democrat” to ‘‘demo- 
cratic,”” Then, according to general re- 
port, the filiterates were told to vote for 
William H. Ramsburg, who heads the 
ticket, the republican candidate for 
mayor, and E. A. Gettinger, who heads 
the ticket on the second. block, the repub- 
lican candidate for register, and to let the 
rest of the ticket go, as any attempt to 
vote for an aldermanic candidate might 
endanger the ballot. 

George E. Smith, democrat, was elected

HOPEFUL OF A SETTLEMENT 


Washington Thinks Way Out of 
Trouble May Be Found—Honors 
Paid Chaffee on Eve of 
Departure from 
China. 


Washington, April 16.—Notwithstanding 
the reports from Pekin of the slow prog- 
ress of the negotiations there on ithe sub- 
ject of indemnity, the officials here are 
not without hope that a waa may be 
found out of the present complications. 
Later figures are coming in respecting the 
indemnity claims which slightly modify 
these claims as reported from other 
sources. For instance, the French claim 
is now given as $56,000,000 instead of $65,- 
000,000 as reported. The Russian claim is 
about $87,500,000. The claim of Great Brit- 
ain is only about $21,000,000. The Japanese 
claim also. has been cut down less than 
$20,000,000. Germany's claim is elastic, 
ranging from $60,000,000 to $70,000,000. 

The Mttle powers, those that furnished 
no troops at all or 4n insignificant num- 
ber, loom up with big bills. Belgium 
wants $6,000,000 and similar claims are pre- 
ferred ‘by Holland and Spain. 

Indemnity for Catholics. 

In ithe discussion of Chinese indemni- 
tles which is going on at Pekin and also 
at the various foreign capitals it has been 


developed that the French government is 
desirous of Icoking after not only those 
claims of a distinctly mational character 
relating to France and French subjects, 
but also the extensive class of claims of 
Catholc institutions and missionaries, In 
making known this desire, the French au- 
thorities have made it clear that they 
look upon the non-military claims as 
quite as worthy of consideration as those 
connected with the equipment of military 
expeditions. The extent of these depreda- 
tions to Catholic persons and property in 
China is said to be very large, owing to 
the number of Catholic missions main- 
tained throughout China. It 1s said that 
some 30,000 persons. directly and indirect- 
ly connected with the missions. many of 
them native converts, have been killed 
or injured during the course of the dis- 
turbance. Besides this, much property 
has been destroyed and damaged. 
Paid Honor to Chaffee. 

Pekin, April 16.—General Chaffee’s birth- 
day dinner yesterday was also a sort of 
formal farewell ‘by the Americans to Pe- 
kin. There was a notable gathering. 
Field Marshal von Waldersee and all the’ 
generals, with their staffs, were present, 
as well as all the ministers and their 
first secretaries. In all there were fifty 
guests. The field marshal made a speech 
in English, in the course of which he said 
it was an occasion of congratulation and 
sorrow, the first on the occasion of Gen- 
eral Chaffee's birthday and the second 
owing to the Americans’ departure. Every 
foreigner in China bade godspeed to Gen- 
eral Chaffee and the brave men under 
him, 

Senor Cologan, the Spanish minister to 
China, fade similar remarks in behalf 
of the diplomatic corps. 

The Chinese court has replied to the 
recommendations of Japan on the sub- 
ject that it is impossible for the emperor 
to return to Pekin until the country’s 
guests leave. 

At the meeting of the ministers of the 
powers today it was decided to adopt 
the recommendation of Mr. Rockhill giv- 
ing effect to article 12 of the joint note 
concerning the reform of the tsung li 
yamen and the modification of the court 
ceremonial. It was agreed that in place 
of the tsung li yamen there shall be a 
beard of foreign affairs, having prece- 
dence over other boards. It is to consist 
of a president, who shall be an iImpe- 
rial prince, and of two ministers, one 
being the president of a board, and the 
other a member of the grand council, 
with direct access to the emperor. There 
also ‘will be two vice ministers having 
knowledge of foreign affairs, one of them 
speaking a foreign language. 

With rd to court ceremonial, the 
ministers of the powers, when about to 
be received in audience, will .be con- 
veyed in imperial chairs to the palace 
throu ee the central gateways and be re- 
celv in the halls where the emperor 
is accustomed to entertain the imperial 
princes, and they will be shown honor 
equal to that shown by European sov- 
ereigns to foreign ambassadors.

TO TALK FRANCHISE TAY 
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Attorney Rosser To Submit Report to 
Commissioners. 


CALLED MEETING OF BOARD 


Right of County To Tax Franchises 
of Street Railway Companies 
To Be Discussed. 


The question of whether Fulton county 
shall proceed to collect back taxes on the 
franchises of the strect railway com- 
Panies will be considered by the board of 
county commissioners at a called meeting 
to be held this morning at 10 o'clock. 

The matter will _ be introduced by the 
submission of the report of County At- 
torney Rosser on ‘the resolution of Com: 


missioner Walter R. Brown, presented at 
the last regular meeting of the boar@ 
The resolution provides that the county 
attorney shall proceed at once to collect 
back taxes on the franchises and other 
properties of the street railway com- 
panies. 

The commissioners referred the report 
to the county attorney for a written opin- 
fon as to the right of the county to act 
in the matter. The report of the county 
attorney has been prepared and it is 
understood that it. will favor the collec- 
tion of the taxes. 

The report will likely be very elaborate 
and go into various details. There ap- 
pears to be opposition in the board to the 
mevement and the indications are that 
the report will provoke a fight. If the 
resolution is passed the companies will be 
called upon to pay taxes on their fran- 
chises, and they will then no doubt carry 
the matter into the courts. 

At the meeting this morning the re- 
formatory committee, will also submit an 
adverse report te’ the plan: of Commis- 
sioner Brown to establish a temporary 
reformatory. to @o setvice until the per- 
manent buildings are completed. Twy 
members of the committee and another 
commissioner recentiy visited the re- 
formatcry site and they became con- 
vineed that the plan was impracticable. 

The committee that recently investi- 
gated. the charges against the two road 
ccmmissfoners and the road overseer of 
the Peachtree district will also rep@t 
their finding to the board this morning. 
The commissioners and the overseer were 
changed with using the county funds to 
do work on private property and on side- 
walks. A hearing of the charges was had 
a short time ago before the committee. 
These are the only matters that will 
probably engage the attention of the 
board this morning.

Ripley Never Stalked Through | 
Hotel, Revolver in Hand, 


TESTIMONY IN REBUTTAL 


Questions Asked by Prosecution In- 
dicate That Matthews Will Prob- 
ably Give Damaging Evidence 
Against Ripley—Ripley’s 
Memory Very Bad. 


ankfort, Ky., April 16.—When court 
socived today it was thought probable 
evidence in the Ripley case might be con- 
cluded late this afternoon. The develop- 
ments in the cross-examination of the 
defendant, however, regarding an alleged 
conversation between him and former As- 
sistant Secretary of State J. B. Mathews, 
indicate that the prosecution has some 
important rebuttal testimony and it may 
take all of tomorrow to get to the argu- 
ment. The line of interrogation pursued 
by the prosecution as to the conversation 
with Mathews indicates that the latter is 
nearly as important a witness against 
Ripley as ex-Governor Bradley and Judge 
Yost were. 

The trial was continued today with the 
defendant still on the stand under cross- 
examination. He had made an excellent 
witness from his own standpoint. His 
answers were clear and unhesitating. The 
Bradley-Yost evidence as to what he de- 
clared Governor Taylor told him the day 
before Goebel was assassinated, it is ap- 
parent, is the point on which the prose- 
cution is hinging its case. The testimony 
of the three witnesses on this point has 
resolved itself into a matter of veracity 
between Governor Bradley and Judge 
Yost on the one side, and the defendant 
on the other. 


Ripley Denies Everything. 

The defendant, in response to questions, 
told of his movements after the arrival of 
his company here the morning of January 
3ist. His company was stationed near 
the executive mansion and penitentiary 
and had nothing to do with preventing 
the meeting of the legislature. He was 
not in the squad which chased the legis- 
lature out of the courthouse and city hall, 
nor with the company which formed and 
drilled in front of the Capitol hotel, where 
Goebel was lying wounded. He denied 
entering the Capitol hotel that night with 
a pistol in his hand and going to various 
rooms in the hotel. He was not in the 
hotel except on the 16th and 29th instant. 

The prosecution asked if he had not 
said in substance to J. B. Mathews, in 
April last year, the following: 

‘‘Mathews, I am going away soon and I 
want to tell you confidentially that I know 
Caleb Powers is innocent and can tell 
enough to clear him, if it becomes neces- 
sary for me to tell it. Now is not_the 
proper time, but I am going to New York 
and later possibly to California. I will 
keep you advised of my whereabouts, as 
I know you are a friend of Powers, and 
whenever it becomes necessary to tell 
it in order to save Powers, | will do it, 
but if you ever tell what { have said to 
you before then, I will deny that 1 had 
this talk with you,” 

The defense objected to the question 
on the ground that it was testinfony in 
chief and the jury retired during argu- 
ment. Mathews who was referred to was 
Powers’s assistant secretary of state. 


His Convenient Memory. 

The court overruled the objection and 
the witness in his reply said he migttt 
have said this to Mathews, but if he did 
he had in mind the things he had heard 
implicating Henry Youtsey, and also the 
occurrence, seeing Youtsey come out of. 
Taylor's office on January 29th. He was 
not positive, however, whether he said 
this to Mathews or not. 

The witness did not remember whether 
he told Mrs. Mathews in substance what 
he is alleged to have told her husband, 
but admitted that he had asked Mathews 
to go away with him and suggested that 
their wives go to his home in Henry 
county. He could not remember whether 
he referred to Taylor as a coward, but 
did remember that he commented on the 
fact that he left his family alone at the 
mansion too often. 

The cross-examination was completed 
at 11:20 and redirect examination develop- 
ed nothing new in the defendant's testi- 
mony. 

Haydon Smith and Hunter Moody con- 
tradicted the testimony of Witnesses 
Ferguson and Crawford, who testified 
that while husking corn for Ripley in 
January, 1900, the latter denounced Goebel 
in vile terms and said he should. have 
been killed or would be killed, etc. Smith 
and Moody testified that the corn was 
husked in September. 

ross McGinniss also testified that the 
work was done in September and that he 
and Ripley had discussed the proposition 
of going to Central America just prior to 
Ripley's arrest last winter. 


Drilling When Goebel Was Killed. 
James Bradley, a member of Ripley's 
company, testified that the military com- 
pany had been talked of for a year or So. 
The company was engaged in its first 
drill when word came that Goebel had 
been killed and calling out the troops. 
Witness accompanied Ripley to Frank- 
fort on his visit here January 16th, and 
was in the governor's office, but does 
not think Ripley was there at that time. 

“Can you tell us!’ said Judge Williams, 
of the prosecution, ‘‘why it was so much 
easier for you all to get this company or- 
ganized on the eve of the assassination 
of Governor Goebel than it had been in 
the two or three years preceding it?’’ 

“IT cannot.’ 

James Cureton, another member of the 
Ripley company, testified to practically 
the same facts as to the organization of 
the company and its arrival in Frankfort 
as other witnesses had related. In an- 
gwer to a question as to whether Govern- 
or Taylor did not\eat and sleep in the 
executive building during the time wit- 
ness and other soldiers were on duty on 
the statehouse square, witness said he 
did not know of his own personal knowl- 
edge, as he saw Taylor only once during 
the entire time. In response to a ques- 
tion if the soldiers did not have orders 
to shoot any one who came on the state- 
house square for the purpase of arrestirg 
Taylor, Powers, Youtsey ahd others, wit- 
ness said he knew of no orders to fire on 
any one. 

Robert Rucker and Doran Baker, also 
members of the company, testified to gub- 
stantially the same facts. 


Taylor Seems Anxious.

In view of all these statements, it 
is impossible to believe that every- 
thing on the island is roseate with 
prosperity.

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Insurance Men To Meet. 

The importance of Atlanta as a con- 
vention city is recognized more and 
more each year. 

Scarcely a week passes without 
bringing some gathering of importance, 
something either of a national charac- 
ter or a convention made up of. repre- 
sentatives from all of the. southern 
states. The location of the city at the 
very heart of’ the industrial south has 
much to do with its selection, but per- 
haps the strongest of all recommenda- 
tions is found in Atlanta’s reputation 
for hospitality. Whatever the cause, 
a result is of much benefit to the 
city. 

Next week the eighteenth annual 
convention of the Penn Mutual Agency 
Association is to be held here. This 
association is made up of the general 
agents of the Penn Mutual Life Com- 
pany and comprises some of the best 
known insurance men in the country. 
The programme, which has been ar- 
ranged by Mr. H. C. Bagley, the gen- 
eral agent of the company for Geor- 
gia, provides for business and pleas- 
ure from Monday until Friday, and 
the indications from this promise both 
a pleasant and a profitable time for the 
Penn men.

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The Diplomatic Corps. 

Another instance of misuse of the 
appointing power is noted by The Chi- 
cago Record-Herald. , 

The Record-Herald, it will be re- 
called, exposed the grave mistake made 
by the president, at the instance of 
the Connecticut delegation in congress, 
in ‘ removing Consul Sawter from 
Glauchau, where his services were of 
exceptionally great value. Now it finds 
an equally great mistake in the case 
of Senator Hale’s son, who is sent as 
secretary of legation at Vienna: 

Senator Hale, of Maine, has insisted 
upon the appointment of his son, Chand- 
ler Hale, as secretary of legation at Vi- 
enna, which makes necessary the re- 
moval of Charies V. Herdliska, the pres- 
ent incumbent. Mr. Herdliska is repre- 
sented to be an intelligent and capable 
officer, and has given full satisfaction 
to all concerned since his original ap- 
pointment in 1897. There is very little for 
the secretary of legation at Vienna to do, 
but he has done that little well, and Amer 
icans who have had business with him 
speak of his zeal, efficiency, and cour- 
tesy in the most cordia] manner. On the 
books of the department Mr. Herdliska 
is credited to the District of Columbia, 
and at the time of his appointment in 1897 
was employed as a clerk in a drug store 
in this city. He came originally from 
Dayton, where his father was, and still 
is, attached to the Soldiers’ Home. Sen- 
ator Foraker was his ‘“influence,’’ but 
he was personally known to Judge Day, 
who was at that time assistant sec- 
retary of state, and the appointing power. 
Hence thére is no excuse for Senator 
Hale’s claiming the office as belonging to 
his state, as the senators from Connecti- 
cut claimed’ the consulate at Glauchau 
when they demanded the removal] of 
Consu! Sawter. He simply wishes to find 
An agreeable place for his son, and has 
selected Vienna as suitable to his taste 
and ability. 

Senator Hale is one of the wealthiest 
men in public life. He thinks a place 
in the diplomatic corps the sort of a 
gentleman’s job that would suit his 
son, and gets it. 

The Record-Herald strongly criti- 
cises the Maine senato? for making this 
demand upon the president, but ap- 
parently absolves Mr. McKinley of all 
responsibility. The president, it is ex- 
plained, operates on the theory that the 
offices belong to the people, and that 
senators and representatives, as the 
agents of the people, have a right to 
say who shall fill them; that the sen- 
ators and representatives must answer 
to the people for the sins, if any are 
commi ; 

We fear that the republican leanings 
of Editor Kohlsaat make him more 
lenient toward Mr. McKinley than he 
would be if the incumbent of the white 
house were a democrat, and that he 
will find some difficulty in defending 
that theory of office distribution which 
takes all the responsibility from the 
appointing power. 

The président must certainly share 
responsibility for such an appointment.

Municipal Lodging Houses. 

The establishment of municipal] lodg- 
ing houses was one plank in Mayor 
Harrison’s platform, and the subject is 
naturally being much discussed in the 
newspapers of that city. 

Some interesting facts concernids 
the experiments made in this line in 
other cities are brought out by The 
Record-Herald’s investigations. Ac- 
cording to that newspaper, a municipal 
lodging houS’e was erected by the city 
of Huddersfield, England, as early as 
1853, and by this time a majority of 
the large towns of Great Britain have 
such institutions. 

Glasgow erected six lodging houses 
for men and one for women between 
1878 and 1879. In 1896 it érectéd what_ 
is calleq @ municipal family home, and 
as it is furnishing the models upon 
which other cities are building, a de- 
scription of its methods will answer 
for them all. The lodging houses ac- 
commodate nearly 2,500 guests, the 
charge for each guest being seven 
cents a night, or nine cents when 
sheets are furnished. In addition to 
the sleeping room there are provided 
also baths and lavatories, kitchen uten- 
sils are placed at the disposal of the 
lodgers and food or food supplies may 
be bought at a store kept by the super- 
intendent. 

Another accommodation for the lodg- 
ers is a large and comfortable dining 
room, and entertainments are arranged 
for them, such as readings, lectures and 
dramatic recitals. The family home, a 
more recent institution, was built at a 
cost of $65,000. It is for the use of 
widows with children and widowers 
with children, and nurses are employed 
to look after the children when the 
parents are away at work. The charges 
are: For mother and one child, 79 
cents a week; for mother and two chil- 
dren, 95 cents; for mother and three 
children, $f. Widowers pay 25 cents 
more than widows. Meals are served 
at the following rates: Breakfast, 5 
cents; dinner, 8 cents; tea, 6 cents. 
There is also a smal] rate by the week 
for children, ranging from 45 cents for 
one child to $1 for three. . Like the 
lodging houses, the home is equipped 


with a large dining room and kitch- | 


en, baths and lavatories, and it has 
also small dining rvoms and kitchen 
for guests who desire privacy, while 
for the children there is a playground 
and a creche.

GLYNN COUNTY OFFERS 


Plan To Get. Lav train 


To Tax Railroad 
~ — Franchises, 
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COUNCILMEN TO G0 
BEFORE LEGISLATURE 


Tax Resolution Looking ™ Securing 
Charter Amendment | Tax 
Laws, and Reed Ordinance 
for Taking Gross Re- 
ceipts Passed. 


The city council decided yesterday to 
send a committee of seven before the 
next session of the legislature to urge the 
granting of amendments to the city’s 
charter and the passage of laws which 
will enable the city to levy a tax on the 
franchises of corporations. 

This committee was named immediate- 
ly upon the passage of the resolution pro- 
viding for it by Mayor Pro Tem. John- 
son, as follows: Councilman Grady, chair- 
man; Aldermen LaHatte and Johnson, 
Councilmen Terry, Garrett, Reed and 
Kontz. : , 

This decision was reached during the 
discussion of the tax committee’s resolu- 
tion, looking to the securing of legislation 
which will enable the city to ta® fran- 
chises. That resolution had been report- 
ed favorably from the joint meeting of 
the tax and ordinance committees, and 
was adopted hy the general council, after 
a brief discussion, by a unanimous vote. 

This resolution contemplates an amend- 
ment to the city’s charter removing the 
limitation of $200 on the power of the city 
totax occupations and trades; the amend- 
ment of the act of 1880, so that street 
railroads in cities of more-than 50,000 in- 
habitants shall be required to make re- 
turns to the city and county instead of 
to the comptroller general, and the pas- 
sage of an act specifically declaring and 
defining franchises of corporations as 
propefty. 

It will be the duty of the committee of 
seven, which was first dubbed the “steer- 
ing committee,’ but finally was given 
the more appropriate title of “legislative 
committee,’’ to bring these matters to the 
attention of the represntatives from Ful- 
ton, see to the introduction in the legis- 
lature of the necessary bills and engineer 
them through, in so far as * is possible 
for them to de.

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The cane growing counties of southern Georgia have long wanted an 
experimental station for developing their agricultural] industries. Some 
mention of such a branch to the station at Griffin has been made in the 
legislature, but no measure looking to that end has yet been introduced. 
Glynn county, right in the heart of the cane growing section, 
comes forward with an offer of 500 acres of land for the establishment 
of a south Georgia station, and in addition to the land, which the state 
may use free of cost, agrees to furnish the labor necessary to the conduct 
The officials of the agricultural department look with 
Legislation diong this line may be expected 
from the general assembly at its next session. 
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The legislature has an opportunity to 
establish an experimental station in the 
southern part of Georgia for the purpose 
of developing the sugar cane and cassava 
industries, as well as other agricultural 
products, at small cost to the state. 

Glynn county has offered to furnish the 
state any number of acres, up to 500, for 
this purpose, and invites the state to take 
the land and use it for this purpose free 
of cost. Not only that, but Glynn county 
will furnish the labor necessary to do 
all the preliminary heavy work necessary 
to get the land in shape for the purpose 
of such a station. Glynn’s convicts are 
worked on the public roads, and the coun- 
ty commisioners stand ready to con- 
tribute their labor to put such a farm in 
shape as the state may desire for the 
purpose. 

All this is set forth in a letter from 
Chairman C. D. Ogg, of the commission- 
ers of roads and revenues of Glynn coun- 
ty, to Commissioner O. B. Stevens, of the 
department of agriculture, received yes- 
terday, and is the result of the action of 
the recent sugar cane and cassava conven- 
tion held in Brunswick, at which resolu- 
tions were passed urging the legislature 
to establish such an experimental farm 
as will deal with the problems relating to 
Sugar cane and. cassava, as Well as all 
other products which are of importance 
to that section. 

Chairman Ogg’s Letter. 

Glynn county is anxious to have the ex- 
perimental station, and the Brunswick 
board of trade and the county commis- 
sioners have taken hold of it jointly. The 
following letter from Chairman Ogg, of 
the Glynn county commisioners, to Com- 
missioner Stevens, shows just what the 
people of Brunswick and Glynn county 
are ready and willing to do:- 

Brunswick, Ga., April 15, 1901.—Hon, O. B, 
Stevens, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: We regret 
very much that you were not at Brunswick 
on April 9th to attend our sugar cane and 
cassava convention. Your worthy representa- 
tive, Mr. Wright, has doubtless told you what 
a success the gathering was. I beg to inclose 
you copies of resolutidns passed by the con- 
vention urging the establishment of an 
experiment station in south Georgia, and it is 
& great pleasure to inclose also a copy of 
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resolutions of our board of trade offering site 
in this county for same up to as much as 500 
acres of land. 

Our county has a farm of 168 acres, partly 
cleared. We would be glad to have you use 
just as much of this farm as is needed, espe- 
clally for your beginning. We work our con- 
victs on the roads and keep part of them 
at work on this farm We would be glad to 
have these convicts put your ground in shape, 
in fact do the heavy work for you. On behalf 
of the county, the board of trade heartily con- 
curring, I extend you an invitation to visit us 
at your convenience. Yours very truly,

Board of trade offer. 


Board of Trade’s Offer. 

The resolution referred to by Chair- 
man Ogg, passed at the convention, urg- 
ing the legislature to establish such an 
experiment station in south Georgia, has 
already been noted in The Constitution. 

The Brunswick board of trade took the 
matter up at once, and announces its 
readiness to furnish the state all the land 
needed for the purposes of such station. 
The following is the resolution passed by 
the board of trade: 

Whereas the cassava and sugar cane oon- 
vention held at Brunswick, Ga., April 9, 1901, 
passed a resolution asking the legislature of 
Georgia to appropriate funds for an experi- 
ment station in south Georgia for experiment- 
ing with cassava and sugar cane and other ag- 
ricultural products suitable to our soil and 
climate, 

Resolved, That the board of trade of Bruns- 
wick, Ga., hereby offers to furnish a suitable 
site in Glynn county, Georgia, to any number 
of acres not exceeding §00 acres for such 
station. 

Commissioner Stevens is greatly pleased 
with this offer and believes, in view of 
the desire of the people of south Georgia 
to push these industries, the legislature 
will not hesitate to make the small ap- 
propriation required for the purpose. He 
will probably go to Brunswick at an early 
date to look into the matter and secure 
information so as to be prepared to tell 
the legislative committee all it desires to 
know on the subject. 

“The proposition is a generous one,” 
Colonel Stevens said, “and I have IHttle 
doubt that the legislature will be inclined 
to view it favorably. Such ga station is 
needed to properly develop these products, 


which promise so much to the future of 
the southern part of the state.’’

He 
considered that the right step had been 
taken in seeking legislation from the 
gereral assembly. and he believed that 
pian would answér every purpose desired.

Council Firs Passed Ordinance, 
Then Reconsidered,

EFFORT 10 DELAY CHARGED 


Will Be Considered at an Adjourned 
Meeting on Monday—Councilman 
Hill Charged That Somebody 
Was Trifling with the 
General Council, 


Council played hot and cold with the 
ordinance giving the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company the @ight’to substitute 
double for single tracks on Capitol ave- 
nue south of Woodward avenue at its 
meeting vesterday. 

First it passed the ordinance with a 
couple of amendments, one of them be- 
ing by Alderman Johnson, incorporating 
a provision similar to that contained in 
the Reed ordinance with reference to Yax- 
ing gross receipts. 

Notice of a motion to reconsider was 
made and there the matter stood for a 
while and other business was transacted. 

Then very suddenly council secmed to 
come to the conclusion that a mistake 
had been made and reconsidered the 
vote on the ordinance, thus putting the 
matter back in its original shape. 

In the meantime Councilman Lewis had 
left the council chamber, and council, af- 
ter some talk, decided to postpone con- 
sideration until the next regular meeting. 

More business was transacted, when it 
suddenly occurred to several members 
that postponement until the next regular 
meeting followed by a motion to recon- 
sider would mean a delay of five weeks. 
By that time the asphalt pavement will 
be partly laid and fit would not be de- 
sirable to tear it up to put down the 
double tracks. Thérewpon, on motion of 
Councilman Rawson, the vote to postpone 
until the next regular meeting was re- 
considered and a motion was carried to 
the effect that when council adjourned 
it should adjourn until next Monday af- 
ternoon at 3 o’clock for the purpose of 
considering and acting on the Capitol ave- 
nue franchise. 

Council’s Hot Play. 

The hot play with the ordinance came 
on at the opening of the meeting, the 
ordinance coming up as unfinished pusi- 
ness... ~~ ha. 

Alderman Kontz' withdrew his amend- 
ment limiting the franchise for the see- 
ond track to a term of twendy-one years, 
because an amendment ‘to the amendment 
had practically destroyed the effect of it. 

The ordinance. as has ‘been stated, gave 
permission for laying the double tracks 
without bringing the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company under the general ordli- 
nance of August 22, 1899, with reference 
to taxing the gross receipts of street rail- 
road corporations. 

Alderman Johnson’s amendment adding 
a proviso that it should be understood 
that in the event of any combination of 
street railroad interests this company 
should pay to the city a tax of 5 per cent 
on its gross receipts, was adopted. 

The vote on the Johnson amendment 
was a tie—9 to % and the amendment 
was adopted by the deciding vote of Al- 
derman Johnson. The vote stood as fol- 
lows: 

For the amendment—Aldermen John- 
son, Kilpatrick, Day; LaHatte, Council- 
men Barrett, Lewis, Terry, Glass, Lon- 
gino and Hill. 

Against the amendment—Aldermen Welch 


‘and Pierce, Councilmen Fincher, Rawson, 


Minhinnett, Reed, Adams, Grady and 
Kontz. 

An amendment by Councilman Hill that 
the work be completed as soon as possi- 
ble so as not to interfere with the asphalt 
paving after it is put down was adopted. 

The ordinance was then. passed by the 


following vote, councilmen only voting: 
For the ordinance—Councilmen Barrett, 
Fincher, Lewis, Reed, Terry, Glass, Lon- 
gino and Hill. 
Against the ordinance—Councilmen 


Rawson, Minhinnett, Adams, Grady and 


Kontz. 
Councilman Grady, ‘seconded by Coun- 
cilman Kontz, gave notice of a motion 


to reconsider. 
Council’s Cold Play. 

It was later on in the meeting when the 
question came up again. Councilman 
Reed said some of the members had 
voted for tthe ordinance under a misappre- 
hension, though it was not stated just 
what it was. He, therefore, moved tp 
reconsider the vote by which the ordi- 
nance was passed, and the motion was 
carried by a vote of 12 to 5, as follows: 

For reconsideration—Aldermen Kilpat- 
rick, Welch, Pierce, LaHatte, Council- 
men Fincher, Rawson, Minhinnett, Reed, 
Adams, Glass, Grady and Kontz. 

Against reconsideration—Alderman Day, 
Counticilmen Barrett, Terfy, Longino and 
Hilt. 

It was just here that Councilman Hill 
made a rather sensational speech, in 
which he denounced fn emphatic terms 
what he called “trifling with coutcil.” He 
could not understand why council should 
want to turn round and kiN the ordi- 
nance so soon after passing it. It was a 
plain case of trifling with council, he 
eaidi The people on Capitol avenue 
want the double tracks, but this com- 
pany, he said, will not put them down 
if they can avoid it. He charged that an 
effort was being made to delay action in 
the matter until it was too late, and_then 
the company can lay the blame for its 
failure to put down the tracks on coun- 
cil’s delay in acting. 

The motion to reconsider the vote pass- 
ing the ordinance was then carried, and 
finally it was arranged to.take the mat- 
ter up at an adjourned meeting on Mon- 
day, as stated. -

Parties Purchasing Dangerous 
Drug Must Have Doctor's 
Prescription 

COUNCIL PASSES. THE 
COCAINE ORDINANCE 


Separate Certificate Must Be Had for 
Each: Purchase—Cocaine Joints 
Are Outlawed—Reports 
to the Board of 
Health. 


It is now unlawful for any parties to 
sell or give away cocaine except under 
such regulations as are prescribed in the 
ordinance adopted by council yesterday. 

The cocaine habit and the evil results 
from the traffic in the drug as witnessed 
in the “horrible examples’”” who have 
appeared in the recorder’s court and at 
the city stockade, so aroused public sen- 
.timent that council took the matter in 
hand and an ordinance was prepared to 
surround the dealing in cocaine with the 
proper safeguards. 

This ordinance as reported by substi- 
tute from the ordinance committee was 
read before council yesterday the second 
time and adopted by a unanimous vote. 

The effect of the ordinance will be to 
close up all,the cocaine joints at once, 
and to surround the sale of the drug at 
the drug stores and apothecary shops 
with such safeguards that only those 
whom physicians say must have cocaine 
for their physical welfare can get it. 

The ordinance makes it unlawful to 
sell or give away cocaine without a pre- 
scription or certificate from a licensed 
physician. The prescription must state 
the name of the party by whom the co- 
caine is to be used, and must say that 
he or she needs it for his or her physi®l 
welfare. A separate prescription must 
be secured for each purchase. The co- 
caine must be done up in red wrappers, 
marked “cocaine” in white letters. The 
party selling must keep a record of each 
sale in his poison book, and must keep the 
certificates subject to inspection. Quarter- 
ly reports of all sales of cocaine must be 
made to the board of health, which wili 
be recorded in a separate book to be 
kept inthe board’s office. It is made un- 
lawful for any one to run a cocaine joint 
where cocaine may be sniffed or injected. 
Any violation of this ordinance will sub- 
ject the party found guilty to a fine of 
$100 and costs, or thirty days on the 
chaingang, either or both, in the discre- 
tion of the recorder. The provisions 
with regard to the sale of the drug do 
not apply to Wholesale drug houses, which 
sell only to the retail druggists. 

It is believed this ordinance will re- 
sult in practically suppressing the. traffic 
in cocaine, which has caused the habit 
to grow to such an alarming extent in 
Atlanta. It will still be possible for 
those to whom cocaine is a necessity to 
get it, but the difficulty will be so great 
as to discourage the practice, and that 
is the main object in view. ~

Summary of Crop Conditions. 


Washington, April. 16.—The weather bu- 
reau’s general summary of crop conditions for 
the past week is as follows: 

“Over the greater part of the country east 
of the Rocky miountains the week has been 
abnormally cool and unfavorable for germi- 
nation. and growth, Excessive rains retarded 
farm work in the states of the middle Rocky 
mountain slope and, lower Missouri valley, 
while a large part of the lake region, south- 
ern Florida and California need rain. With 


‘the exception of portions of the lake region, 


Florida, Texas and California, there is gen- 
erally ample moisture in the soil, and the 
conditions now most required, especially in the 
central valleys and middle Atlantic states 
are sunshine and warmth, In Texas, where it 
has been very dry, good rains have fallen over 
the eastern and central portions of the state. 

“Slow progress has been made with corn 
planting, none having yet been planted north 
of the Ohio.river, or farther north than south- 
ern Missouri to the westward. Poor stands are 
generally reported in the southern states. 
where the bulk of the crop has beer planted 
and a portion is under cultivation. 

‘“‘Although some cotton has been planted tn 
the northern portion of the cotton belt and 
planting is general in the central and southern 
districts, the cool weather has retarded this 
work and that planted is germinating slowly. 

‘In Virginia, the Carolinas and Kentucky 
tobacco plants are very backward, but in 
eee they are in a more thrifty condl-. 

on. 

‘“‘While light frosts occurred as far south as 
Tennessee and the Carolinas, no injury to 
fruit is reported in the districts east of the 
Rocky mountains, and the general fruit out- 
look continues very promising.’’ 

Weil Brothers, Opelika, Ala., under date of 
April 15th, say of cotton crop conditions: 

“The demand for cotton and the sales of 
cotton since the middle of January have been 
very small comparatively speaking... While 
a@ great many holders have turned loose and 
cotton has gone forward, to some quarters cr 
other~principally to Europe—yet they do not 
sell as freely and as fast as they did a year 
ago when we had an advance, whereas this 
Season we had a decline. In the middle of 
January our stocks in this section were no, 
or very little larger than a yenr ago, but the 
movement, as stated above, has been so small 
that the stocks do not diminish as they did 
last year, while they were augmented more 
by receipts from the country than they were 
a year ago. Therefore, today we find much 
larger stocks of cotton by at least one hundred 
per cent than we had a year ago.

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COUNCIL-10 FIGHT 
TURF EXCHANGES 


May Ask Legislature To Pass a Law 
Prohibiting Them. 


TRIP FOR CITY ELECTRICIAN 


Rapid Transit Company Asks Coun- 
cil To Cancel Bonds Given City. 


UNIFORM SUITS “FOR THE CONVICTS 


New Ordinances Include One To Re- 
quire Electric Wires To Be 
Put in Conduits. 


Council will make war on poolrooms 
and turf exchanges all over the state. 

Councilman Kontz yesterday introduced 
a resolution in council reciting that turf 
exchanges where pools are sold on horse 
races are inimicable to any community 
and a menace to public morals. 

The resolution asked that the city at- 
torney be requested to investigate and 
see if there is not some law under which 
such institutions can be compelled to 
close up, and if not, that steps be taken 
by council to secure the passage of a 
law through the general assembly mak- 
ing them unlawful. The resolution was 
referred to the city attorney for a repoig 
to council on the matter. 

Wants Its Bonds Canceled. 

A request was read from the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company asking that its 
bond to the city for $40,000 for the con- 
struction according to requirement of 
the Auburn avenue, Ivy street and Juni- 
per street line, and-the bond of $1,500 for 
the proper construction of the Forrest 
avenue line be canceled, both of the lines 
having been constructed in accordance 
with the requirements:of the ordinances. 
The matter was referred to the city at- 
torney, who, after detefmining whether 
the ordinances have been fully complied 
with, is given power to act. 

Trip fer Electrician. 

Council yesterday. appropriated $100 to 
pay the expenses of the city electrician 
to the convention of the National Elec- 
tric Light Association, which meets at 
Niagara Falls in May. The money is to 
be taken from the tontingent fund. 
Councilman Kontz opposed the resolution, 
as he did not think the city would de- 
rive any benefit from it. Those in favor 
of it, however, were in the majority, and 
the electrician will have his expenses 
paid. 

A petition from Mrs. W. F. Johnson, 
principal of Edgewood avenue public 
school, asking that steps be taken. to 
lessen the danger at the railroad cross- 
ing near the school by the opening of 
Krogg street was referred to the com- 
mittee on streets. 

Clothing for Convicts. 

The report of the’ prison committee rec- 
ommending the purchase of 300 uniform 
suits of clothing for convicts working 
on the city streets, to’ cost $270. was re- 
ferred back to the same committee for 
correction. Councilman Kontz insisted 
that it should prescribe suits of one color 
and not stripes, as there was No reason 
why any indignity should be put wpon 
these men. 

A resolution giving the parties who 
will erect the new hotel on Peachtree 
street the right to excavate under the 
sidewalks for the usual purposes was 
referred to the committee on. streets. 

Some New Ordinances. 

Several. new ordinances were _  intro- 
duced. One of the mest important of 
these was an ordinance requiring that 
all electric wires within the fire limits 
be put under ground in conduits within 
two years’ time. It was referred to the 
ordinance committee. 

Another ordinance introduced prohibits 
the leaving of any loose materials such 
as lumber, bricks or signs upon the roofs 
or on the walls of any buildings in the 
city. The ordinance committee will also 
consider this matters 

An ordinance was introduced and re- 
ferred to the finance committee requir- 
ing that all boards having charge of 
the expenditure of any of the. city’s 
money be required to meet monthly and 
pass up all bills and accounts so that, 
they may be presented to the proper 
council committees in good shape once a 
month. 

Owing to the loss of much time at the 
meeting on Monday because of frequent 
and lengthy speeches, Councilman Grady 
gave notice that he would make a point 
of order if the rules were violaf*] at 
yesterday's meeting, and Mayor Pro Tem. 
Johnson said the chair realized the de- 
sire of council to have the rules con- 
formed to and would enforce any proper 
point of order Ahat might be made. This 
took place at the beginnfng of the meet- 
ing. There was no point of order made. 
however, during the progress of the 
meeting.
